It li comic? to be believed that witho-Jt 
these atom* of dust upon which th» 
mo 1st are of the air can little there woul I 
be no raindrops, no fog, co snow, dew, 


or halt Without these minat»

The negro wanted to know how 1 


could prevent the horneti from stla;- 
IE£ our own men. acl I told him that 
we had been la the .vx-rtt Inslness all 
Ihe season and never had'one of oar 
r-wa xnea stung. I uij we took some 
euofoedita and rubbed 
It oa onr 


cjoth.es and faces, and the bornetl 
wonldnt touch as. bit Just went for 
the.other fellows to teat th* band. 
Say. negroes are easy marks. Tea caa 
make them believe rnythlcc. Bat if 
I ever get to be president I am coins 
to appoint my negro trsUtint to a po- 
sition la my cabinet, caase he is the 
greatest political urr.iiixer I erer caw.

Mlled, -Teddy Is th» staff! Teddy U 
the staff!" and th* ccgroes la the au- 
dience yelled. Then ray crowd u*! 
pa's crowd right by the middle riag 
where the elephants aad formed th> 
pyramid that closes their art, and tht 
Japanese Jugglers were ia the right- 
lied ring, and a party of female ttua- 
tlers. with kiw-neckel stockings wert 
nandicc at attention !n tht left-hand 
Tiff. 


There was no Inter-Inn of having a 


riot, bat whea pa jelled. "What's tht 
uatter with Bryaa r* a negro ia my 
crowd yelled. "That's what's the mat- 
ter with Bryan,"and he hit pa over tfct 
head with his Chinese lantern, loaded 
-vita a warm hornets' n»st as big aa 
a football, which hai taken fire from 
tie candle. Fa dropped hi* laatern 
and began to fight hornets, and then 
all the white trash ;n pa's boneb 
r<i*hed cp and began to whack* my 
lour dowa-trtxldea negroes with their 
Chinese lanterns. Of course, my fel- 
lows couldnt stanl still and le 
mauled, and the canl'.es had warmed 
cur hornets' nes'.s so the hornets were 
crawling out to see^wiat was the troa 
ble. Then every nciro whacked J 
white man with a tcrnetV cett and 
the audience fairly went wild with ex

The hornets got bn?y and went for 


the elephants and the Japanese jig 
Fieri, and they stampeded like they 
never met a hornet t«fore.
